titution; and, therefore, your Committee have been 


ſolicitous to adopt ſuch meaſures for theſe purpoſes as 
ſhould beſt correſpond to the liberality of its founders, 
and to the reaſonable expectations of the Public. ty 
_ » Your Committee, agreeably to the inſtructions given 
them at the laſt general Meeting, contracted for erecting 

: LE | a new 
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a new wing at the eaſt end of the collegiate building, 
according to a plan prepared by Mr. Blackburn. This 
wing, which will contain very. commodious apartments 
for 20 ſtudents, is in conſiderable forwardneſs; and Will 
be in every reſpect fit for uſe at the commencement of 
the next Seſſion. „„ e 
It was their intention to have contracted, at the ſame 
time, for building a houſe for. the reſident tutor j but 
ſome unforeſeen difficulties prevented the-accompliſh= 
ment of this part of their deſign, They are now pro- 
vided with a plan and eſtimates for this purpoſe, and 
they hope, if no unexpected. occaſion of delay occurs, 
that this building will be compleated before the end of 
the ſummer, „„ /// 7 owns 
The Committee. prepared for opening the ſeflion in 
September laſt by furniſhing the houſe, allotting ſuitable 
apartments to the ſtudents in the old building, and com» 
mitting the management of the family to Mr, and Mrs, 
| Kiddle, They alſo prevailed with Dr, Rees, to refide in 
apartments at a ſmall diſtance from the college. They 
formed a ſyſtem of internal government, which, after 
mature deliberation, appears to them likely to preſerve the 
morals and to promote the improvement of the ſtudents. 
They appointed a ſuperintending committee, in order to 
inſpect and enforce the.obſervance of the laws and or- 
ders which they had enacted for the government af the 
houſe. And moreover, they have added to the liſt of 
Tutors, the Rev. G. C. Morgan, who has engaged, with 
proper aſſiſtance from the other tutors, to ſupply that.

The courſe of edueation commenced at the opening 
of the ſeſſion, and is regularly continued in the manner. 
announced to the public, in the advertiſement. which the 
Committee have lately circulated, + 
Tube number of ſtudents is fourteen ; eight of whom.
